Remark 

• This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on May 9, 2005, which ahs been 
entered into the file. 

• By this amendment, the applicant has amended claims 12 and 19. 

• Claims 12-14, and 16-21 remain pending in this application. 

• The affidavit under 37 CFR 1 . 132 filed on May 9, 2005 with regard to the amendments of the 
claims is sufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 12-14 and 16-20 based upon Roche et al 
(PN. 4,645,714). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with applicant's 
attorney Mr. Paul White (Reg. No. 30,436) on June 30, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims, 

Claims 16 and 17, delete "protective layer" and insert -second acrylate polymer-. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art references 
considered, none has disclosed a silver mirror, that is comprised of a protective layer of an acrylate 
polymer incorporates a corrosion inhibitor and a second acrylate polymer incorporates a UV inhibitor, 
bonded to the protective layer, and a protective shield layer, on the second acrylate polymer or an 
adhesive layer on the second acrylate polymer, that is an overlay of a transparent multi-polymer film 
having a thickness of 2-8 mil and incorporates a UV absorber, as set forth in the claims. 
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Prior art reference US Patent issued to Roche et al (PN. 4,645,714) teaches to use protective 
polymer layers that incorporates corrosion inhibitor and UV absorber respectively, but it does not teach to 
include the additional protective shield layer comprising a multi-polymer with the specific thickness and 
incorporated with UV absorber, which is highly transmissive to visible, ultraviolet and near infrared light 
to enable the silver layer in the mirror to retain spectral hemispherical reflectance and optical clarity.
